is a big increase, the augmentation be- 
ing caused by expenditures for army 
and navy a maments. 

‘According to the chancellor, 
British public is going on the Ww 
wagon. His speech showed that 25 
000,000 gallons less spirits vere drunk 
in the past four years than in the 
preceding period. 

The export trade of the country is) 
not at its high water mark. The 
chancellor said he would be prepared 
to raise $25,000,000 outside of known, 
revenues, No new taxes will be im-| 
posed to meet the expenditures. 

The European money stringency, 
said the chancellor, is due to France 
and Austria and Germany hoardirg 
$300,000,000 for any emergency which 
might involve war. British trade 
is incrersing at the rate of about $ 
000,000 annually. 

While he could not remit ar taxes, 
he expected to pull through without 
levying any new imposts. This, he 
said, was in spite of the fact that he 
was faced with the necessity of find- 
ing the sum of $37,500,000 more than 
the revenue had brought him during} 
the fiscal year just closed. 

The chancellor estimated that the} 
total revenue on the existing basis of! 
taxation would be $979,125,000 leaving | 
a margin of $925,000 over the estim-| 
ated expenditure, | 

The cost of armaments, Chancello 
Lloyd George remarked, is the largest | 
and most sterile increase in the ex- 
penditure, and I cannot see ahy pros- 
pect of this menacing development 
coming to an .nd, unless some change 
takes place in the attitude and policy 
of the nations concerned. 

The expenditure on education and) 
social reform was lauded on the other 
hand by the chancellor as reproduct- 
ive work, promising strength, happi-) 
ness and efficfency to the nation. 

The Chancellor drew an encouraging 
cheer from the House with the state-| 
ment that although the consumption 
of spirits had actually decreased by 
23,000,000 gallons in four years, the! 
revenue had increcsed, he said by 
$25,0000,000 so proving that his meth-| 
od of taxin.: the tariff in liquor was 
one of the most successful imposts 
that had ever been levied.

Treaties are Contracts 

Washington, —Senator Chamher 
lain’s resolution fo. the abrogation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty in the 
opinion of the state departments of- 
ficials will be confronte. with the 
contention that neither the treaty nor 
the Clayton-Bulwar treaty can be abio- 
gated by the action of the United 
States withou: the consent of Great 
Bvitain. These treaties, the officials 
point out, are in the nature of civil 
contraets snd where one party, the 
United States, for instance, had ac-} 
quired equable con: terations on their 
terms, it cannot escape the liability 
without the full consent of the second 
party. Diplomatically and according
